On economics, the President 
was asked if he is bullish or bear- 
ish in the present situation. He 
replied he is bullish and mentioned 
the stock market’s movements in 
the last few days to bear him out 

Mr. Truman said the Britist 
financial crisis will not be coy- 
ered in his economic message tc 
Congress next week — the report 
will deal only with the United 
States. He would not comment 
on the British situation, saying 
it is being discussed in Paris and 
London. 

Public Works 

The economic message, he added 
will give his views on the anti- 
deflation prceposal of Senator 
Murray (D.-Mont.), which recom- 
mends among other things, a $15,- 
000,000,000 standby public works 
program. 

He said it also will answer the

Passed by Voters 

Proposition No. 4 was passed 
9y voters last November. It 
soosted pensions to the aged and 
he blind and wrote into the con- 
ititution the admini:tration pro- 
‘ram—making it impossible for 
he Legislature to make changes 
1ot approved at elections by thc 
voters. 

Propositicn No. 4 also gave Mrs. 
fyrtle Williams the job of state 
-ocial welfare director — making 
necessary the resignation of Di- 
rector Charles M. Wollenberg — 
and took adminiStration from the 
counties and gave it to the state. 

The movement to repeal Propo- 
sition No. 4—except for the higher 
2¢€NnSions— was tied up in the 
courts for some time, although the 
necessary number of voter sig- 
natures were filed with the sec- 
retary of state. The Supreme 
Court recently ruled, however, 
that the repealer should be voted 
upon at the earliest election. The 
repeal initiative would return the 
Social welfare department to the 
status of its pre-Proposition 4 
days, anti would cost Mrs. Wil- 
liam; her job.

She says she 
couldn't read or speak Japanese 
very well. Then, in 1943, she says 
she had beri-beri from malnutri- 
tion, and had to give up a job she 
had taken with Domei News 
Agency.

She went 
and got a job in Radio Tokyo's 
business office and, later, learned 
they were planning an “entertain- 
ment program” for the benefit of 
prisoners of war.

Hiss Perjury 
Trial Handed 
Over to Jury 


| NEW YORK (AP)—The Alger 
Hiss perjury case went to the jury 
at 3:20 p.m. (EST) today. 

The 10 men and two women be- 
gan deliberating the fate of the 
44-year-old former state depart- 
ment oficial after a 57-minute 
|charge by Federal Judge Samuel 
H. Kaufman. 









Hiss is charged with lying when 
he deined to a grand jury that he 
ver delivered secret government 
papers to Whittaker Chambers, 
self-described ex-courier for a pre- 
war Soviet spy ring, or saw Cham- 
bers after Jan. 1, 1947. 

Reasonable doubt 

Kaufman told the jury it must 
acquit Hiss if it did not believe 
Chambers’ story “beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt.” .

Based on reason 

Emphasizing the question rais- 
ed by Stryker of “reasonable 
doubt’”’ Murphy declared: 

“I’m very glad there is an open 
and long discussion about ‘reason- 
able doubt’ because the judge will 
tell you that it’s the doubt that’s 
‘ased upon reason. 

As Stryker neared the end of his 
long, impassioned address, he 
said: 

“Ladies and gentlemen, the case 
vill be in your hands. I beg you, 
{ pray you to search your con- 
sciences. 

“Alger Hiss, the long nightmare 
is drawing to a close. Rest well, 
your case, your life, your liberty 
ire in good hands.” 

Decide truth 

The Government Prosecutor, As- 

sistant U. S. Attorney Thomas F.
